Demograp hic Yearb ook . They bro ug ht to tal 
world p op u lation a y ear ago to 3.4 2 billio n. 
Mank ind continu es its inex orab le ex p ansion. 
At its p resent rate of growth of 1.9 p er cent, 
it will dou b le its nu mb ers b y the y ear 2006. 
It req u ires an op timism of a high, thou gh 
no t 
necessarily u nrealistic, order to b eliev e that 
the world's nations will b e ab le to feed a po p­ 
u lation ap p roaching 7 b illion at that time. 
Technology is cap ab le o f marv elou s thing s and 
has only b egu n to face the challenge o f squeeze 
ing the u tmost p rodu ction from present fo o d 
sou rces and discov ering new o qps. 


BUT ONE THING technology cannot do, and 
that is to add one inch to the size of the earth 
or one p article to the infinite su p p ly of resou rc­ 
es the earth p ossesses. 
As Secretary of the Interior Stewart L. 
Udall p ointed ou t recently , if we dou b le ou r 
nu mb ers there will only b e half as mu ch 
water p er p erson. The same is tru e of ou r 
p ark lands, air and p hy sical sp ace. 
“ If we want it,” said Udall, “ o ur eng ineers 
can dou b le and trip le-check o ur freeway s and 
other p u b lic facilities and fill in the urban 
sk v line with high-rise apartments, but man 
can nev er dou b ’e-check a park, a fo rest, a 
marsh o r a seashore.” 
OUR SUDDEN AWAKENING to the p rob lems 
o f air and water p ollu tion and waste disp osal 
is mak ing u s realize that not only man b u t 
the earth itself needs b reathing room. Op en 
sp aces, wilderness areas, unpo lluted so urces 


o f water are req u ired not ju st fo r their spirit­ 
u al v alu e to u s b u t to enab le the earth to co n­ 
tinu e the cy cle of natu re which we tap te 
maintain ou r indu strialized civ ilizatio n. 
Already so me scientists fear we may be 
straining 
the p lant world’s capacity fo r ab­ 
sorb ing the g ases thrown o ff by civ ilizatio n and 
replacing them with o x y g en, the v ery breath 
o f life. 


AMERICANS, AS indiv idu als, u se more air, 
u se more water, consu me more minerals than 
any other p eop le. Desp ite the p resent decline 
In ou r b irth rate, ou r p op u lation is increasing . 
Bu t ev en were it to stand still or ev en de­ 
crease. the continu ing rise in the standard oI 
liv ing gu arantees that we will req u ire In the 
fu tu re a still greater p er-p erson share o f the 
earth’s resou rces and se’f-rep lenishing cap * 
cities to u nderwrite that standard. 
Now the p eop les of die dev elop ing nations, 
from whom we ob tain mu ch of ou r indu strial 
raw materials, are demanding the same k ind 
of standard, or at least the hop e of it. And 
it is among them that the ru naway p op u lation 
p rob lem ex ists. 


WHAT IT TRANSLATES Into Is this; If men 
were willing to accep t a world in which ev ery ­ 
one ex isted at the ’owest p ossib le su b sistence 
lev el, we wou ld b e a long wav from reaching 
the u ltimate p op u lation the world cou ld hold. 
Ru t men are not wilMng. of cou rse. 'Hiat is 
whv tho« e who warn that we are in for a time 
of seriou s tro ubles, u nless the adv anced na­ 
tions ioin tn"eth°r in a st-ennnu s effort to ele­ 
v ate the other two-th'rds of the world, mu st 
soon b egin to b e heeded.

THE ELECTION NIGHT scare which saw the 
nation teeter on the edge of a constitu tional cri­ 
sis has giv en op p onents of the Electoral College 
sy stem new imp etu s. 
It will req u ire a good deal of discu ssion to 
come u p with a satisfactory means of electing a 
p resident b y a direct p op u lar v ote, b u t that Is 
what Congress is for and Sen Bay h’s camp aign 
assu res the American p u b lic the q u estion •will 
b e raised.

NEW YORK — Ted Kennedy ’s 1972 p residen­ 
tial camp aign was lau nched q u ietly here the 
other day . 
The tears of a stou t-hearted loser hardly haJ 
dried when the Kennedy clan 
called 
in 
its 
now 
v eteran 
camp aigners, 
chroniclers, 
strategists, and sav ants. 
There were b rother-in-law 
Stev e Smith and lawy er-p oel 
Ted Sorensen. The others are 
not imp ortant, for they carry 
merely the nu ts and b olts of 
the newest p olitical machine. 
This was created in the im­ 
age o f Jack and Bob Kennedy 
— ex cep t for one detail. The tragic b rothers, 


each in their 
time, 
wooed the 
massiv e Ameri­ 
can lab or mov ement. Today ’s y ou ng Kennniv 
has not. Neither hav e his cou nselors - thou gh 
withou t lab or there is no v iab le Democratic 
Party . Jack Kennedy k new it. Bob Kennedy 
k new it. Ev en Gene 
McCarthy 
k new it. 
So well did 
Sen. McCarthy k now it. and so 
highly did he ev alu ate the lab or leaders’ p ower, 
that he p ersonally attemp ted to swing the AFL- 
CIO to his camp aign in its earliest day s. 
It nev er has b een rep orted Bu t the senator- 
lau reate from Minnesota, whose literary legions 
did so mu ch to mock the mov ement’s chiefs as 
s slow-mov ing herd of aged elep hants, actu ally 
tried to reach lab or p resident George Meany a 
few hou rs after Ly ndon Johnson op ted ou t. 


AT THAT MOMENT, the op p osition ap p eared 
to b e only the late-starting Bob Kennedy . Mr. 
McCarthy ’s q u est was fu tile. 
Bob Kennedy did ju st a mite b etter. He did 
reach Mr. Meany , leader of 14 million work ers. 
He did confer with the imp assiv e, cigar-chew­ 
ing dev otee of Hu b ert Hu mp hrey . And he was 
tu rned down in an atmosp here which, if b ottled, 
wou ld rep lace the refrigerator. 
Yet Bob Kennedy and the eru dite Sorensen 
nev er gav e u p . Bob k new, and Ted Sorensen 
k nows, that no Democrat can b e nominated, nor 
can he camp aign effectiv ely nor can he seriou s­ 
ly call the su rv iv ing clap trap mechanism a 
“p arty " withou t the adv ice and consent of 
America’s lab or mov ement. 
From now on, American p olitics will b e mu ch 
lik e that of Britain, Scandinav ia, Germany , and 
Italy . The lab or mov ement will b e the b ase, the 
machinery , the treasu ry of the left-of-center 
p arty . Hu b ert Hu mp hrey is the Harold Wilson 
and Willy Brandt of the United States. 
This is one of the b asic lessons to come ou t of 
this camp aign. 
NO MATTER HOW SPUT, the u nion chiefs, 
almost alway s u nite on a p residential candi­ 
date. Shou lder to shou lder with George Meany 


in this campaig n sto o d such stalwarts as Walter 
Reuther, Frank Fitzsimmo ns (o f the Teams­ 
ters), and To ny Bo y le (o f the Miners). 
Were it- no t fo r this co ncentrated po wer, Mr. 
Humphrey , g allant fig hter tho ug h he is, wo uld 
no t hav e taken Michig an, New Yo rk, Pennsy l­ 
v ania, Mary land, the capital, Massachusetts o r 
Co nnecticut. Had that g enial ship-building unio n 
leader and fo rmer Ho bo ken may o r, J o hnny 
Gro g an, who had all the g reat Irish po litical re­ 
flex es, no t died so me weeks ag o , labo r wo uld 
hav e taken New J ersey fo r the v ice president 
As it was, they came fairly clo se. 
And New J ersey was ty pical o f states such as 
Illino is and Misso uri, which were lo st by what 
o nce co uld be co nsidered narro w marg ins. 
When the Demo cratic Natio nal Co mmittee hit 
a snag in New J ersey , Larry O’brien’s o ffice 
wo uld call, say , the amiable Larry Mo llo y , the 
Internatio nal 
Lo ng sho remen’s 
Assn.’s 
(AFL- 
CIO) co o l public relatio ns man. 
Mo llo y wo uld co ntact J ersey . There, after 
co nsulting with fo rmer co ng ressman and auto 
unio n o fficial Paul Krebs, wo rd was relay ed to 
Newark’s black Lo cal 1233, 
led by Lester 
Gardner. Then 50 Neg ro activ ists were dis­ 
patched into the key precincts to g et o ut the 
black v o te. 


AND THERE WERE THE M O M E N T S 
WHEN Hubert Humphrey was g etting a ro ug h 
deal fro m the heckling hippies. Ag ain, wo rd 
went o ut to the unio ns. Mo llo y co nstantly with 
Mr. Humphrey sho t the messag e to lo ng sho re­ 
men lo cals o n the Atlantic Co ast and in Great 
Lake po rts.

or the threat of another war. 
Fifty y ears ago the armistice that terminated 


World War I was celeb rated Nov . 11 with enthu ­ 
siasm. Bu t it was nothing lik e the tremendou s 
ou tp ou ring of joy in p arades and demonstra­ 
tions which had come fou r day s earlier when 
the p eop le of the United States thou ght the war 


was ov er. 
Actu ally , a mistak en rep ort — not discov ered 
u ntil many hou rs later — had started the p re­ 


matu re rejoicing. 


THE REPORT CAME in a disp atch b y the 
United Press from Paris, and In many way s the 
p rearmistice celeb ration was far more u nres­ 
trained and more p eop le p articip ated in it than 
when the real armistice was p roclaimed fou r 
day s later. 
The erroneou s rep ort was du e entirely to a 
misu nderstanding in Paris, where a U.S. Nav y 
admiral told a rep resentativ e of the United 
Press that the armistice had b een agreed u p on 
in nearb y Comp eigne, where the German Armi­ 
stice Commission was carry ing on tru ce negp 
tiations with the Allies. 
The admiral, a few day later, ex p lained that 
he had misu nderstood a telep hone message and 
to o k fu ll b lame for hav ing u nintentionally mi­ 
sled the rep orter. 
The cessation of hostilities tu rned ou t to b e 
the b eginning of a long negotiation and was fol­ 
lowed b y an era of dou b t as to whether a firm 
p eace cou ld really b e estab lished in Eu rop e. 
Ju st b efore the armistice Nov . 11, 1918. the 
American p eop le had elected Nov . 5 a Rep u b li­ 
c s majority in b oth hou ses of Congress. This 
was largely du e to dissatisfaction ov er the war. 
Fo r the United States had nev er p articip ated in 
• major war ov erseas and many p eop le felt it 
was a mistak e. 
So when President Wilson, in 1919, signed the 
Versailles Peace Treaty , which called for the 
creation of the Leagu e of Nations, the op p osi­ 
tion in the Senate was so intense that the treaty 
was defeated b ecau se of the leagu e. 
It was argu ed b y the critics that the new in­ 
ternational organization wou ld mean fu rther in­ 
v olv ement of the United States in world affairs 
and an ob ligation to maintain p eace throu gh 
military p ower. 
Later on. in 1921, the United States formally 
declared the war terminated, and ratified sep a­ 
rate treaties with Germany , Hu ngary and Au s­ 
tria. Bu t it nev er accep ted memb ership in the 
Leagu e of Nations. 
This cou rse was considered then b y many dis­ 
interested p ersons as a grav e mistak e b ecau se, 
withou t the activ e p articip ation of the United 
States, no international 
organization 
cou ld 
mak e mu ch headway , and the Leagu e of Na­ 
tions fou ndered 
In fact, the disarray in Eu rop e in the 1930s 
and the isolationism sentiment in the United 
States encou raged Adolf Hitler to b eliev e that, 
if he wanted to conq u er other p arts of Eu rop e, 
he wou ld not b e b lock ed b y any military force 
from the United States. 
It was only when the militaristic gov ernment 
in Tok y o, which was work ing in collu sion with 
Hitler, decided to attack Pearl Harb or, so as to 
div ert American strength from p ossib le help to 
Western Eu rop e, that the United States, in De­ 
cemb er of 194 1, got into World War II. 
Hitler was mistak en when he assu med that 
•America wou ld not ev entu ally join the b attle 
and aid France and Great Britain to defend 
themselv es on the Eu rop ean front against con­ 
q u est b y the Nazis. 


THE CIRCUMSTANCES hav e changed in 
50 
y ears and the indiv idu als who lead the v ariou s 
nations or who threaten p eace are different p er­ 
sonalities. Bu t the fu ndamental p rincip les which 
affect p eace in the international situ ation are 
mu ch the same today . 


This v ery month the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization is reassemb ling in Bru ssels in an 
effort to increase the military strength of West­ 
ern Eu rop e and to b u ild a p otential defense 
against Sov iet aggression. 
There are threats of war in the Middle East 
and Ru ssia is sending a b igger and b igger fleet 
into the Mediterranean. 
All this is cau sing ap p rehension among those 
who follow carefu lly the intricate maneu v ers of 
international affairs, most of whom today wou ld 
agree that times hav en’t changed mu ch in 
50 
y ears.

VICKSBURG, Miss. (AP) - A 
federal court jury has returned 
a 
judgement 
of 
$1,022,500 
against the White Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan and three white 
men in the 1966 slay ing of Ben 
Chester White, a 65-y ear-old Ne- 
gro 
Investigators said the slay ing 
part of a plot to create 
enough racial tension In Natch­ 
ez to lure the late Dr. Martin 
Luther King, a Negro civil 
rights leader, into rifle range. 
Judge Harold Cox , declaring 
the defendants liable for "the 
dastardly act.” ordered the ver­ 
dict Wednesday . The question 
he put to the jury was the 
amount 
of 
damages 
to 
be 
awarded in the unusual civil 
suit, filed under a Reconstruc 
tion era law. 


The jury of eight Negroes and 
four whites deliberated for an 
hour and 30 minutes and then 
brought back the verdict—$22,- 
500 in actual damages and 61- 
million p u n i t i v e damages 
against 
Ernest 
Avants, 
37, 
Claude Fuller. 48, and James L 
Jones, 58, all employ es of i 
Natchez paper mill, and the 
White Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan. 
All three had been charged 
with murder in the slay ing. In 
Circuit Court trials on the state 
charge Avants was acquitted 
and Jones won a mistrial. Full­ 
er's case hasn’t come up. 
White had not been connected 
with civil rights activities.

Becouse of Student Violence

Son Francisco College 
Classes Suspended 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 
Classes have been suspended 
for an indefinite period for San 
Francisco State College’« 18,000 
students after a week of sporad­ 
ic vandalism and violence stem­ 
ming from a black student un­ 
ion strike. 
President Robert R. Smith or­ 
dered the suspension Wednes­ 
day night ’’until we can open 
and operate in a more rational 
manner.” 
Smith acted after about )0 
members of the police Tactical 
Squad were summoned to the 
campus twice within half an 
hour. They were met with rocks 
and cans and surrounded by 
groups of shouting demonstra 
tors, both Negro and white. 
In the resulting melee, eight 
persons were arrested—seven o 
them charged with felonious as- 


sault on an officer and one with 
assault and battery. There were 
no reports of serious injuries. 
A small group of faculty 
members supporting the strike 
interceded between police and 
the 
demonstrators Wednesday 
to restore relative calm. 
Smith was to meet with his 
administration and faculty, par 


ticularly Negro members, to 
’’define the issues and attempt 
to provide solutions to them.” 
One of the main demands 
made by the black student un­ 
ion has been for reinstatement 
of a controversial part - time 
instructor now under 30 day 
suspension — Black Panther 
George Mason Murray.
